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Applicant argues that Cao does not discose an optical transmitter (see Applicant's arguments, pg. 8, last paragraph). However, the 
opposite is clearly true based on the disclosure of Cao. Referring to Figure 1 and corresponding portions of the specification, an optical 
signal is modulated and transmitted onto an optical fiber. To a skilled artisan, this is considered an "optical transmitter." 

Applicant also argues that Cao does not teach that the pulses have essentially orthogonal polarizations (see Applicant's arguments, pg. 
10, first full paragrah). However, the opposite is clearly true. Applicant's attention is directed to Figure 1 - the pulses along link 15 are 
clearly shown to have orthogonal polarizations. See also, e.g., column 5, lines 21-35. 

Applicant also argues against the combination of the secondary reference Miyamoto. However, DPSK modulation is well known in the art 
and that it is one of a plurality of modulation formats available to an artisan. Miyamoto, from a similar field of endeavor, discloses an 
optical transmission system wherein the binary optical pulses are phase modulated using a DPSK format (Abstract; fig. 1). A skilled 
artisan would have been motivated to use the DPSK modulation scheme of Miyamoto in order to asynchronously detect the modulated 
data transmitted from a transmitter during the data demodulation and to easily resolve phase ambiguities at a receiver, thereby simplifying 
the demodulation process. Therefore it would have been obvious to a skilled artisan at the time of invention to utilize DPSK modulation as 
indicated by Miyamoto in the system of Cao in order to have a simpler and cost-efficient receiver. 

The remainder of applicant's arguments pertain to features which are not recited in the claims (e.g. - reasons behind implementing system 
configurations). It is the examiner's position that the rejections under USC 103 clearly and reasonably read upon all the limitations of the 
instant invention as recited in the claims. Applicant is reminded that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
